The national goal for Mission Sunday 
collections this-year is $11 million. It will be 
used by the Society to assist more than 
138,600 missionaries in service throughout 
the world. 


“The excitement of Mission Sunday is its 
designation as the day to aid missionary 
activities of the Church,’’ said Father 
Chylewski- ‘‘It is our challenge as today’s 
Christians to join in the mission of Christ and 
the spirit of the Church in every age. 


“IT IS OUR challenge to continue to love 
the world, reaching out to others with the 
Good News of God's love for all people.’’ 


He points out that this ‘‘mission love is 
expressed in the many fotms of service we 
call missionary activity—teaching, medical 
care, social work and pastoral service. 


“Whenever people are in need, there must 
Christ be in the person of the missionary."’ 


THERE ARE SOME 844 mission dioceses 
in Africa, Asia, Latin America and the Pacific 
Islands which receive support for their work 
through the Mission Sunday appeal. Schools, 
hospitals, clinics and parish centers rely on 
this help to continue. 

‘The ‘missionary heart’ of the Church 
beats in every person, parish and community 
striving to love the world with the love of 
God,’ said Father Chylewski. 


“The Holy Father begs all Catholics to 
pray, to share, to support, to give generously 
this year on Mission-Sunday.”’

Already above average 


Diocese asked to give more

The people of the San Diego diocese are . 


above average in the national scale of gifts to 
the Mission Sunday collection. And_ this 
Sunday they have been asked to go even 
better. 


‘The analysis of 1973 giving shows San 
Diego diocese families average $1.35 in 
giving,’ said Father Anthony Chylewski, 
diocesan director for the Propagation of the 
Faith. 


**THE NATIONAL average for the United 
States was $1.03 per family. Now our diocese 
has been asked by the national missions 
office to bring the family average to $1.48.” 


The total giving for the diocese last year for 
the Propagation of the Faith amounted to 
$325,640, compared with $342,946 the 
previous year. ; 


For Mission Sunday collections alone, this 
diocese ranks 19th in the national listings 
with $147,188. Heading the list was Chicago 
with $456,518; Milwaukee, $363,889; Los 
Angeles third with $345,889, and Detroit 
fourth. New York is ninth on the list. 


THE MISSION SUNDAY appeal provides 
more than one-third of the total giving of the 
diocese for the missions each year and Father 
Chylewski hopes that the parishes will again 
respond as generously as in the past. 


St. Rose of Lima, Chula’ Vista, again 


topped the parish listings with $16,504. 


Other parishes which gave more than 
$6,000 are: Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon, 
$8,001; St. Columba, San Diego, $7,601 and 
St. Francis de Sales, Riverside, $6,425. 


Those exceeding $5,000 included: St. 
Didacus, San Diego, $5,615; St. Patrick, San 
Diego, $5,285; St. Joseph, Barstow, $5,207; 
All Hallows, La Jolla, $5,051; St. Mary, Star 
of the Sea, La Jolla, $5,107; St. Vincent 
Ferrer, Sun City, $5,997. 


FULL STATEMENTS of parish giving will 
be found in the special four-page Missions 
Supplement in the center of this Southern 
Cross. 


The Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith is the special and only organization in 
the Church devoted to the financial and 
spiritual support of Catholic missionaries 
throughout the world. 


The range of its tasks includes sending 
annual grants to more than 800 local 
Churches, or mission dioceses, in Africa, 
Oceania, Europe.and the Americas. Each 
receives from $18,000 to $33,000.

50 years of success 


-Guasti‘s harvest festival 


honors ‘grapes of God’

GUASTI—Once a year San Secondo d’Asti 
Church and the quiet little community it 
serves here in the center of the Cucamonga 
Valley vineyards assume a gala air. 


The celebration centers around the annual 
Harvest Festival which includes a Mass, 
procession and the blessing of the grapes. 


THIS YEAR the festival, observed Oct. 25 
was intensified because the activities 
coincided with the golden anniversary of the 
church. 


Father Emil Melee, pastor, explained the 
annual event springs from the intertwined 
histories of the church and the community. 


“In 1900,’’ he said, ‘‘An Italian 
immigrant, Secondo Guasti, bought 2,000 
acres of land here for 45 cents an acre. 
People laughed at him then, saying he was 
foolish to buy so much semi-arid land. 


“BUT HE planted his grapes and four 
years later purchased another_4,000 acres 
and began building a winery as well. The 
years rolled by and Guasti, his family, his 
workers and the community prospered as the 
vines thrived.”’ 


Father Melee said Guasti never forgot that 
God is the source of abundance and saw to it 
that a priest from the then Mission San 
Gabriel made regular trips to celebrate Mass 
here. 


“He built a school for the community, and 
in 1924 Guasti built the church, which 
features typically Gothic architecture, ‘a 
formal garden to one side and a trio‘of bells 
at the rear of the church supported by a 
filagreed metal tower,’’ Father Melee said. 


THIS YEAR nearly 1,000 people gathered 
to celebrate the festival and the building of 
San Secondo d’Asti 50 years ago. 


People ‘overflowed the church during 
Mass and many were unable to find room to 
participate in the liturgy. 


But, following the Mass, more than 500 
pounds of the valley’s finest grapes were 
placed on a platform outside the church 
while Father Melee bestowed the brief 
blessing for all to see. 


FOR THE people of the Cucamonga Val- 
ley, 1974 has been an excellent year with an 
estimated harvest of 40,000 tons of grapes 
from the 17,000 acres of vinyards, now worth 
considerably more than 45 cents an acre.

Job trend shifts 
hit college grads

“From now through the 
mid 1980s 800,000 college 
graduates will be over-pre- 
pared for available job oppor- 
tunities,’’ said Brother 
Thomas Kane. 


He is convinced many of 
those students will have to 
take jobs that don’t require a 
college education. ‘*About 80 
per cent of today’s jobs can 
be filled with people who 
have eighth grade educa- 
tions,’’ he said. — 


BROTHER KANE, direc- 
tor of placement at the 
University of San Diego, 
addressed his remarks to 
those attending the school’s 
Parents’ Day last weekend. 


“The value of college 
education today,’’ he told the 
parents, “‘is more toward 
improving the quality of life 
for oneself and society.’’ 


He feels today’s college 
student must concentrate on 
obtaining as broad an educa- 
tion as possible. ‘‘The real 
danger for the student is 
specializing in any one field 
too soon. 


“FLEXIBILITY is the key. 
Your children have to: con- 
centrate on developing them- 
selves rather than collecting 
facts. They should concen- 
trate on directions rather 
than specific careers.’’ 


He explained that between 
500 to 1,000 completely new 
job categories are created 
each year in this country, and 
to get those jobs people. will 
have to have flexible minds.

“Future jobs will be ex- 
tremely complex and training 
will be needed, but that 
training can be given to a 
flexible person much more 
readily than to one who is not 
so adaptable,’’ he said.

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A time to keep

October is the best time | 


If you are going to visit New York and Washington, on 
business or pleasure, take the first week in October. It’s 
the one week in the year when the weather can be 
perfect, as it was for me.

It’s the 
time when summer humidity and heat give way to 
winter’s first chill, but the sun still shines and humidity 
drops. 

October also brings the reminder that winter isn’t far 
away in the changing colors, the whip of the wind and the 
clairty of the air. It is good to walk. Buses in New York 
still progress at the ludicrous pace of an ox, thanks to a 
street system utterly overloaded and a way of life which 
appears a mass of frustrations. 


How blessed we are in Southern California with our 
tempo, our climate and our comparative peace. It’s good 
to be back. 


Passing the test of faith 


The reminder of another birthday comes every four 
years in the form of a Drivers License renewal notice. At 
the DMV they put you through the test of 36 questions, 
each of which has alternative answers. Five errors or less 
and you pass. | managed my usual three errors. 


It would be interesting to see the results if a similar 
test—but of Christian knowledge—were to be held at 
Mass some Sunday, and all parishioners with five errors 
or more were told to take classes until they made the 
grade. Surely, if it is important enough for us to pass a 
simple test of knowledge on road rules and courtesies. in 
order to drive our lethal machines, how much more 
pertinent it is that in this day of challenge we should at 
least. know some of the answers to questions of faith: 


Arrogance in defiance 


Arrogance in these post-Vatican II years— people 
bucking authority—has been frequent. Typical was the 
case, a few weeks ago, of the baptism of Nathaniel Ryan 
Morreale in ‘Marlboro, Mass. This Was the baby whose 
mother publicly supported a pro-abortion advocate, and 
local parish priests refused to baptize the child. The 
whole affair was blown out of proportion, and the parish 
is partly to blame. © 3 : 

» But the arrogance of Jesuit Father Joseph O'Rourke is 


baptizing Nathaniel on the very steps of the church 


where baptism had been refused, was blatant. It showed 
the priest had respect for neither his own vow of 
obedience nor the authority of the official Church vested 
in both his superior and the bishop of the diocese. This 
attitude had formed a pattern of insubordination through 
the years of his priesthood. It was marked from the very 
moment of his-ordination in his personal protest during 


ceremony, and followed by other acts, including a - 


wedding conducted in violation of church and state laws 
last June. . : 
Priests, sisters or lay persons have every right to 
question, in conscience, an official position. But the thin 
line between self-assertion and arrogance and the 
genuine inquiry of certain forms of protest is easily 
crossed. 


‘Bible in the Church 


At a recent panel session on Catholic education we 
were asked, ‘‘Why the Catholic Church does not teach 
the Bible...2’’ Really, this is so tedious a fallacy. 


People constantly ask for ‘‘more Bible study classes’’ 
and more Bible ‘‘meetings.’’ There are few parishes 
- without some form of study group these days, and there 
are enough excellent modern biblical commentaries

It may not always be possible to have a priest as the 
authority for every group formed, so a little personal 
initiative among lay people would not be amiss. 


We publish below this column the readings for the 
coming Sunday each week. | often wonder how many 
families take time between SC arrival in the home and 
the following Sunday Mass to go through the readings 
and discuss them in advance of Sunday’s Mass and 
homily. There’s enough Bible study there for any family, 
surely. And then there’s Father Jerry Bevilacqua’s 
excellent one-minute insight into the Bible here every 
week. Got a minute? 


Mass planning ahead 


More and more parishes have liturgy committees 
working hard at planning ahead_to fit the Mass to the 
theme of the day. Several committee reports have come 
my way, showing the enthusiasm which can. be 
engendered in developing liturgies which, with happy 
solemnity, celebrate special feasts. 


Coming up are Our Lady of the Rosary, Veteran’s Day, 
Mission Sunday, Christ the King, All Saints and All 
Souls, Thanksgiving, the Immaculate Conception and 
Our Lady of Guadalupe. 


In addition, some parishes are preparing special talks 
on the response program for the Synod, on CCD and its 
needs and the Missions and their needs. Sunday Mass 
need not be ‘‘the same old routine’’ about.which people 
are apt to complain. On the other hand (as they say in 
Fiddler on the Roof) liturgical committees must ensure 
that they do not drive everybody crazy by offering too 
‘many. variations or empty rituals which have no 
relevance to the Mass. - 


The celebration is still a solemn occasion, with all its 
reverent, awesome majesty. And it should be treated as 
such. And please don’t .tune guitars during the 
consecration. By the way, the feast of the- Immaculate 


. Conception: has been moved from Sunday, Dec. 8, to 


Saturday, Dec. 7, this year, so it will not be a holy day of 
obligation. 


World day for animals 


Nearly half a century ago, a small group of 


humanitarians conceived the idea of dedicating a special 


day to animal welfare. Under the direction of Margaret 
Elizabeth Ford, then head of the World League against 
Vivisection, and editor of the League journal Animal’s 
Champion, they named Oct. 4, 1928, as the first World 
Day for Animals. 

Today, according to reports, almost every country in 
the world observes World Animal Day with prayer 
services and meetings to draw attention to the plight of 
animals and birds. October 4 was selected as a fitting day 
to honor animals because it was already observed as the 
feast day of St. Francis of Assisi, founder of the 
Franciscan Order and reputed lover of animals. It was 
considered fitting that World Day for Animals should 
synchronize with the anniversary of a man of God who 
loved animals as much as he loved human beings.’ 

Peggy Jennings, an artist of La Jolla, has established a 
non-profit organization, ‘’Christian Graphics, ’’ which 
specializes in greeting cards featuring St. Francis and 
animal illustrations, as a contribution towards World Day 
for Animals. 5

W.I.N. with morality? 


President Gerald Ford was widely hailed 
as the epitome of integrity and forthrightness. 
The events of the last few days lead us to 
wonder if he is worthy of that acclaim. 


Declaring war on inflation, he vowed to 
pare the nation’s budget -to $300 billion and 


-urged Americans to tighten their belts. 


He also asked a tax surcharge on 
incomes over $15,000, to raise $4.5 billion. 
Naturally, this move, the same political 
bromide that has failed time and again, would 
hit middle-income Americans the hardest, the 
ones who pay the tax freight for the poor who 
can’t be taxed, and for the rich who won’t be 
taxed. 


Defending the action -in an ensuing 
speech, President Ford, said that the surcharge 
would cost taxpayers only pennies a day while 
“meaningfully reducing’’ the inflation rate. 


On the same day he signed a bill 
appropriating $82 billion, almost a third of his 
proposed budget, for defense, which already 
has the weaponry ,to destroy the world four 
timés over. 


The war on inflation is a matter of 
morality, and at this stage, we question 
President Ford’s policies. ~

Abba--Daddy, 


As women will, we were talking...about 
those affectionate diminutive names we 
apply to the people we love and what a 
world of difference lies between the 
words, ‘‘Father’’ and ‘‘Daddy’’. 


“Father’’ is a beautiful name, full of 
overtones of responsible authority, omni- 
potence, unchanging relationship and 
knowing presence. But in first person 
dialogue, it seems formal and rather 
distant, redolent of the sternness and 
unapproachability of the Victorian ‘‘father 
image.’’ 


“DADDY"’ IS of the language of child- 
hood, it is true, and its use implies a 
different kind of relationship. That is why 
many people find themselves reluctant to 
concede the translation of ‘‘Abba’’, Jesus’ 
name for his Father, as ‘‘Daddy’’. 


It may, at first, shock then disturb us. 
For if we.are to pray as Jesus prayed, this 
intimate diminutive places us in the open, 
trusting personal association of a child 
with a close, loving, faithful parent. 


Some years have passed since | first 
heard this translation of ‘‘Abba’’, but the 
real sense of it only recently-came to me 
on Parent’s Day at a home for retarded 
children. 


A YOUNG MAN, physically stunted and 
deformed and quite severely mentally 
retarded, stood with his visiting father on 
the fringe of the crowd. His father, tall, 
handsome, pleasant-faced, stood easily, 
his hands resting on the crooked shoulders 
of his son. i 


The youth was excited, his face flushed 
with delight. Turning repeatedly to look 
up into his father’s face, he constantly 
called his attention to what was taking 
place. 


At first, his volubility seemed amusing, 
but | was struck by the number of times he 
spoke his father’s name. ‘‘Daddy,’’ he 
said, over and over again, punctuating his 


- remarks with the word, as though he could 


not say it often enough. 


HIS SPEECH was not clear, his 
enunciation not of the best, but on that 
word, his tongue lingered like a caress. He 
imbued it with a kind of inexpressible joy’ 
and pride—a delighted acknowledgement 
of their belonging together, a wonderment 
of loving—transforming that simple word 
into a revelation. : 


It was as though the shared, love were 
too incredible, the joy too great to be 
believed, and he needed to bring it to

reality again and again in that look, that 
word. 


There was a declaration of faith, an 
avowal of trust, a confession of love—all in 
a word. It was impossible to hear that 
hampered voice and see that twisted body 
transported in a kind of ecstasy of love, 
without being deeply moved. 


THIS IS MY daddy; he is here; he 
claims me with his hands on my person; 
he loves me although we are both aware of 
my many deficiencies; he is my joy and my 
delight; my only desire is to please him, to 
rejoice in his presence. ; 


““Abba’’. It seemed to me that it was to 
this kind of response that Christ was 
trying to draw us when he let his intimate 
communication be overheard. | could not 
escape the realization that we stand.before 
God our Father very much as that young 
man before his natural father. 


’ Spiritually retarded, deficient in loving, 

sadly deformed in wisdom and under- 
standing, how many of us sense the 
Father’s loving gaze and feel his hand 
strong and gentle upon our person in the 
daily events of our lives? 


‘“‘UNLESS YOU become as little 
children, you shall not enter the Kingdom 
of God,’’ Christ warned so many years 
ago, yet still today, the response of that 
child, warped in all but the willingness to 
love and accept love, surpasses our own 
by far. 


To be as totally possessed by and 
glorifying in the Father’s love would bring 
heaven to reality in us. To discover such 
ecstatic delight in His presence would 
make saints of us, indeed. 


Perhaps it was this element of delirious 
happiness which possessed the apostles at 
Pentecost, when Peter had to explain to 
the people that they were not intoxicated 
—at least, not with wine! 


IT SEEMS SO little to ask—that the 
children of God should believe in his love 
and wonder in his presence, yet watching 
that boy, it was only too apparent how rare 
and.precious a gift this is. 


We are so overhung, with intellectual 
toys and idols that we grow incapable of 


immersing ourselves in the consciousness 


of divine universal love. 


Surely it is we who are the retarded 
among God’s children, we who have 
grown’ physically and technologically in 
the presence and instruction of his truth, 
but remain so underdeveloped in under- 
standing?

Question: 

We believe that the Persons of the Blessed 
Trinity have existed together from all 
eternity with equal power and majesty. 
Why, then, in proclaiming this truth, do 
we use words which imply a time and 


-space relationship [‘‘begotten’’ and 


‘proceeds from’’ |? 


God has graciously revealed—through 
scripture—certain truths about himself. 
The greatest of these is the notion of 
Trinity—one God in three Persons. In 
their attempt to gain insights into this 
mystery, theologians simply must use 
concepts of space and time, always with 
the understanding that these do not apply 
to the existence of God. After all, we have 
no experiential knowledge of ‘‘from all 
eternity.”’ 


And there exists a precedence for using 
“time’’ concepts: Christ said, for ex- 
ample, that he came from the Father and 


would send the Spirit. Yet in his humanity 
there existed the fullness of the entire 
Trinity! No wonder that the human mind 
is halting in its effort to plumb the depths 
of this mystery. 


Question: 
Is it possible for a woman to read the 
gospel as well as the epistle at Mass? 


It is true that™ ‘installation in the 
ministries of reader and acolyte is 
reserved to men,’’ that is, official 
installation. The Bishops’ Committee on 


the Liturgy comments that ‘‘this is taken 


as gratuitous and defensive discrimination 
against women, and of course it does 
create a contradiction since the Congrega- 
tion of the Sacraments does demand a 
ritual deputation of a woman who is to 
serve as a special minister of communion. 


In fact, women at the present time 
properly fulfill some of the ministerial 
functions of the reader and acolyte but are 
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not to be officially instituted ‘in these 
ministries. ”’ : , 

So there we.are at the present time. As 
to the reading of the gospel by lay men, 
installed or not, or by women, the Consti- 
tution on the Sacred Liturgy stresses that 
each person has his/her role to perform. 
Liturgically, only a deacon or priest may 
read the gospel. Naturally, of course, 
someone else could read the gospel if, for 
example, the priest had laryngitis! 

One final thought: only too often 
volunteers are indiscriminately sought as 
readers. This is disastrous! Only qualified 
persons—or those who-can be trained— 
should be chosen. The readings are to be 
proclaimed, not mumbled. Our churches 
positively abound with ‘‘readers’’ who 
have no inflection, decline and conjugate 
the words, and have not the vaguest 
acquaintance with the principles of 
elocution “and proper microphone tech- 
nique. Please, pastors of souls: get some 
training for your readers!

responsibility to spread gospel 


ROME—"‘Every Catholic must grasp the 

fact that he or she has a_ personal 
responsability for evangelization, whenever 
and however the opportunity presents 
itself.”’ 
’ Cardinal John Krol, head of the U.S. 
bishops delegation to the fourth World 
Synod of Bishops now meeting here to 
discuss ‘‘Evangelization in the Modern 
World’’, addressed those words in a letter 
describing the synod to all American 
Catholics. 


OTHER LATIN-RITE delegates to the 
synod elected by the American bishops are 
Cardinal John Dearden of Detroit, Cardinal 
John Carberry of St. Louis and Archbishop 
Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati. 


Selected personally by Pope Paul to 
represent the American Church at the 
month-long meeting which began Sept. 27, 
is Archbishop John Quinn of Oklahoma City. 


In his letter, Cardinal Krol told U.S. 
Catholics the laity’s most important role in 
leading others to Christ is to evangelize by 
example. 


This, he said, can be accomplished if lay 
men and women ‘‘live committed, Christian 
lives in their families, their jobs and their 
social circles, communicating Christ’s mes- 
sage by their behavior. 


“BUT IT IS also possible for the laity to 
evangelize ‘by word’ explaining and 
proclaiming the faith themselves. If they are 
to do that, lay people will need a different 
kind of religious formation than they 
generally receive: now.”’ 


Cardinal Krol said there must be specific 
emphasis on evangelization in Catholic 
‘schools and in religious education programs, 
in homilies and adult education courses and 
in all media of ‘information and formation 
available to the Church. 


Media’s role stressed 


Speaking to synod delegates, Archbishop 
Bernardin focused on the importance of 
mass media in preaching the gospel. 
“Young Americans,”’ he said, ‘‘spend vastly 


_ more time watching television than they do 
~ in. the classroom or in the Church. 


“THE CHURCH can’t afford not to be 
involved in the media of social communica- 
tions if it is to evangelize effectively. This 
suggests the neede for well-developed 
communications courses in seminaries and

Secularized society 


Cardinal Dearden told the bishops that the 
arrival of a secular society ‘‘does not 
automatically or inevitably lead to the 
demise, disappearance or irrelevance’’ of 
religion. ‘‘The specific and unique function 
of religion in a secularized society,’’ he said, 
“is to continue. its ministry of presenting and 
probing the intimate value questions of 
lifes 

He said religion today must *‘provide a 
framework of moral analysis and orientation 
in the face of a range of personal and social 
ethical issues raised by the technology of 
secular Societies.”’ 


HE CONCLUDED: ‘‘Secularization prop- 
erly understood constitutes a call. to 
evangelization, not an obstacle or a threat. 
In many places, this means accepting 
secularity as the context for the call to 
conversion, then bearing witness to Christ 
by teaching in such a manner that people are 
called beyond secularity to the sanctity of the 
kingdom.”’ 


Synod too broad 


Synod delegate Cardiral William Conway 
of Armagh, Northern Ireland, said it would 
have been more realistic for the bishops to 
discuss only young people and their 
conversion rather than such an all-embrac- 
ing theme as world evangelization. 


-“‘I would have preferred to see the topic 
cut back to youth alone,”’ he said, ‘‘because 


a discussion of youth also embraces the,

Episcopalians 
financially aid 
Reno diocese 


RENO, Nev. (NC)—The 
Episcopalians of Nevada 
have given the financially 
troubled Catholic Diocese of 
Reno $5,000 asa gesture of 
ecumenical brotherhood. 


The Nevada Episcopalian 
diocesan council voted unan- 
imously to take the money 
from its own development 
fund to help the Reno diocese 
continue to operate. 


THE RENO diocese lost 
about $3.5 million when the 
St. Joseph Trust Fund, in 
which it had invested heav- 
ily, collapsed. 


Other Catholic diocese 
across the nation gave the 
Reno diocese about $1 mil- 
lion in gifts and another $2.7 
million in low-interest or no- 
interest loans to make up the 
loss and other costs involved. 


THE GIFT ‘‘is a most 
generous evidence of con- 
cern,”’ said Auxiliary Bishop 
Norman McFarland of San 
Francisco, who was recently 
appointed by the Vatican to 
administer -Reno’s diocesan 
finances.
